Columbus, Nov. 10.— Fate of the fed- 
eral prohibition amendment was made 
more uncertain today as additional offi- 
cial returns were tabulated at the office 
of the secretary of state.

'latetl at noon gave the clrys a lead of 
only 45 votes in favor of the amend- 
ment. 
The counties yet to report officially 


are Hamilton (Cincinnati) and Lake. 
•• With the big wet gains of 1099 made 
.'in Cuyahoga (Cleveland) county Satur- 


day night, the drys were left with a 
lead of . only 3S1 at. the -secretary of 
.state's office this morning. 
Mahoning county reporting officially 
gave the wets a- gain of 155 and Mercer 
gave a wet gain of 290. A re-checking 
of the 'official returns from Athens and 
Ashtabula county gave the wets a gain 
of 19 in the former and 5S in the latter. 
To offset these wet gains, the drys made

The 
world is not-passing out in sudden. acci-, 
dent, but passing away like our bodies 
pass, for we get new bodies about every 
seven years. Youth passes away, into 
the maturity of manhood. 


"The stratification of the earth's sur- 
face shows that water disintegrates the 
hills and mountains are carried off into 
the sea. Remains of ancient brutes, 
men,, cities and civilizations, together 
with / the ancient forests which form 
our coal beds, teach us that we are ad- 
vancing to better days ahead. 
So too,

is in itself deeply affecting. The abor- 
iginies are gone, the Hawaiians are 
thinning out, and seven-eighths of Af- 
rica is now under European control. 
"Europe is not the same land, as 
even a thousand years ago; while Japan 
and China, with all their old historical 
years, are today our youngest and new- 
est nations. The passing away of this 
world, both its material structure and 
mankind with it, prepares the way for 
the new world order which cannot pass 
away. 


"The great kingdom of righteousness 
and truth is nearer today than most 


j men dream of. 
The very wars and" 


tumults which so many people deplore 
are stepping stones to that other ofder 
of justice and peace. These veterans of 
a civil conflict under o\& flag, preserved 
us a united people, and put us as a na- 
tion in a position to preserve the world 
civilization within these last two years. 
The practical duty now is to relate our- 
selves to the great Unchanging One so 
faithfully that amid all the surround- 
ing scenes we shall abide in Him, and 
do that work in Him, which cannot "be

FIND STEAMER LOf.'G BURIED 


Dredging Operation! In the Mersey 


Disclose Remains of Vessel That 


Had Been Forgotten. 


For some time past the Mersoy 


docks and harbor board has booii con- 
dueling dredging operations In the 
neighborhood of the Burbo bank./one 
of the huge accumulations of sand 
which impede the navigation of the 
Mersey entrance, and these have re- 
sulted In a "find" of remarkable in- 
terest. 


It is the remains of a steamer which 


.have evidently been embedded for 
'generations. Her date is long ante- 
rior''to that'of trou shipbuilding. Of 
sound English oak were her timbers 
and framing, to which circumstances 
doubtless is due the' fact that they 
still retain cohesion and shape, and 
•have so.wonderfully resisted the forces 
of decay as to supply an abundant 
quantity »f material for the souvenir 
manufacturer. Her beams, in point 
of fact, are described as being as 
("hard as iron." 
' The machinery has practically per- 
ished, but the engine bed-plates and 
tiie funnel remain, and -relics of pot- 
tery utid other articles are plentiful. 
The vessel, cleared "of superabundant 
sand, is not only visible, but accessible 
at low water, and has been visited and 
examined by many'interested people. 


The prevailing opinion is that she 


is the William Hiiskisson, a paddle 
steamer belonging to (he City of Dub- 
lin company, and trading between Liv- 
erpool and the Irish capital, whicl^on 
the 12tli of January. 1840, was wreck- 
ed on her passage to the Mersey. She 
had 120 passengers on board, of whom 
95 were rescued by the ship Hudllers- 
iield, and 
the remainder perished. 


Captain Clegg of the 
Huddersfleld

Her attention was drawn 
to the place by the work of moles, 
which recently exposed some of the 
remains, and again later by the burn- 
ing of the whins formerly concealing 
Hie hearth and other features of the 
bloomery, near Forest How. 


By some exploration with a spade, 


she tracer! the foundations of a large 
hearth, twelve yards in diameter, and 
a number of heaps of cinders, slag 
and ore; and she also turned up spec- 
imens of Tloman..tiles, with pottery, 
slag and hematite. 
The size of the 


hearth of the Forest How bloomery 
marks it as quite different from the 
ordinary north-country medieval iron 
furuaces, which run from seven to 
nine or t^'n feet in diameter, for the 
one just found is twelve yards across. 
This appears to be worth further ex- 
ploration and probably money for that 
purpose will be found..
